Taxes ſubſiſting at the end of King 
William's Reign. 


S our taxes were now become very nu- 
merous, it ſeems neceſſary to divide them 

into cuſtoms, exciſes, and inland duties. 
By cuſtoms, are meant thoſe duties that are 
payable at the Cuſtom-Houſe upon the impor- 
tation of goods, and which conſiſt of five ſe- 
veral parts, or branches, called, I. The old 
ſubſidy, or ſubſidy inwards. II. The petty 
Cuſtom, or aliens duty. III. The additional 
duty. IV. The one per cent. inwards. And 

V. The compoſition on petty ſeizures. 

The branch of cuſtoms was firſt granted by 
12 Car. II. chap. 4. from the 24th of June, 
1660, during the king's life, and was ſubſiſting 
at the end of King William's reign, under the 
title of Cuſtoms, having been continued till 
1706, by ſtat. 8 and 9 W. III. chap. 20, ns 
TT B the

the firſt part of this hiſtory, page 69.) By 
6 Ann. chap. 11. the one half of it was conti- 
nued to the firſt of Auguſt 1808; and from 
thence for ever, by ſtat. 1 Geo. I. chap. 12.

nuities, amounting to. 80,000 |. per annum, 
for ninety-nine {years from the 24th of June 
1708. The other half, by 6 Ann. chap. 19.

II. Petty cuſtoms, or aliens duty. This duty 
is payable by merchant ſtrangers, that is, aliens 
born, or denizens, on all goods imported, liable 
to the ſubſidy of poundage; but goods liable 
to the ſubſidy of tonnage, are not liable to this 
duty; becauſe an equivalent is included in the 
advanced ſum of the ſeyeral ſubſidies laid on 
"AE : ; <-> >.

III. Additional duty. This duty, as well 
as the old ſubſidy, is compoſed of a tonnage and

IV. One per cent. inwards. This duty, as well 
as the old ſubſidy, and additional duty, conſiſts 
of a tonnage and poundage ; being payable in 
ready money upon all goods and merchandizes 
liable to thoſe duties, and imported from any 
port, or place of the Mediterranean Sea beyond 
the port of Malaga, into any port of Great- 
Britain, in any ſhip or veſſel that hath not two 
.decks, and doth carry leſs than 16 pieces of 
ordnance mounted, 'together with two men for 
each gun, and other ammunition proportion- 
able, But by ſtat. 9 Geo. II. chap. 33. ſect. 3. 
Britiſh ſhips exporting from any of his majeſty's 
dominions, fiſh taken and cured by his majeſ- 
ty's ſubjects only, (fo that one moiety of their 
full lading be fiſh only) are not liable to this duty. 

V. Compoſition on petty Seizures. Though 
all goods, ſeized by the officers of the cuſtoms 
for non- payment of duties, are to be proſecuted 
to condemnation, either in the court of Exche- 
quer, or before the juſtices of the peace, &c. 
and the king's moiety, or ſhare, paid unto the 
proper officers, before any writ, or order of 
delivery may be granted, except in the caſe of 
periſhable goods; yet, when the ſeizure is ſo 
1mall, that the cuſtom thereof does not exceed 
forty ſhillings, the commiſſioners of the cuſ- 
toms, have, by their patent, a power to com- 
pound forit; and, 1n that caſe, the king's part 
is to be paid to the collector of the port of 
ſeizure, who is to account for it by the name of 
compoſition on petty ſeizures, which he is to com-

All theſe are called exciſes; becauſe they were 
managed, and collected by the commiſſioners; 
and regulated by the laws of exciſe. 

We come laſtly to thoſe branches of the pub- 

lic revenue, ſubſiſting at the acceſſion of Queen 
Anne, which we have ranked under the head 
of inland dyties, and were as follow, viz: 
I. The Poft-Office Revenue, or duty upon let- 
ters ſent. by the poſt, which having been grant- 
ed to King Charles the Second, his heirs and 
ſucceſſors for ever, belonged to King William 
in right of his crown, and received no addition 
during his reign.
